Finally, at the last 
hearing it was costendnd that the Portugaese 
words ‘nossos-filhos ought to hava a broader 
interprofation than “our children” ; in fact, 
might. be tronted os. equivalout to “our 
issue.” - This. is tho first time that, any 
fanit has een found with tho transla. 
tion submitted to the vourt mora thin fourteen 
years ago; when the probate was granted, and 
the reasons given for extendiog the meaning 
do not convince mo. that the tianalation is 
incorrect, In conclusion I tay add that somo 
of the Portuguese experts, -in’ giving their 
opinion suggest thot the testutor hus.ineinded in 
the iensehokls. bequeathet by hive his wife's

ACCORDING TO HERSELF. 

. The Central News received last month from 
an authoritative Russisn sources the following 
statement for publication explaining Russin’s 
‘position in the Nar East and her attitude toward 

Japan :— BS 
Russia has a civilising commixsion in- Man- 
churia, She baa spent £100,000,000 -on the 
Siberian railway alone, enabling the English 
mails toreach China in twenty-threo days, as 


compared with forty days over the old route, | 


Russia has vast interesta in the country. The 
Chinese previously could never live in the coun- 
try under tho rule of the Mandaring without. dis- 
orders, but ‘with tho wvent of the Siberian rail- 
way a civilisiug influence has been soticenble 
everywhere. 

‘As to Corea, Russia has simply asked for 
conling-stations in that country ‘for commercial 
purposes. Corea is close to tho Rassian ports 
and settlements, ‘and from the point of view of 
commercicl defenes and of: national defence 
coaling-stulions ore necessary, It might be 
said that Russia cught not to bave coaling- 
“stations in the Black Sea or in the Baltic, or 
even Greit Britain in any part of the world: 
But-oll uations must have an equal chanos of 
existence. The United States bave spent 
nothing on the Panama Canal, but the United 
States Government, if anybody wasto interfere 
with that canal, would consider it an unfriendly 
uct. While tho United States had not sprot 
anything upon the Panama Canal, Russia had 
sponta billien roubles, or over a hundred million, 
pounds, on the Trans Siberian Ruilway and in

Again, certain newspapara in the United 
Stat es are crowing vory loudly—from the tops of 
the roof, in fact—abont pledges, No written 
pledges have beva given by Ruasia regarding 
Manchuris. The question has already been 
discussed with various Powers by the Tsar’s 
Governmont. But ro indefinite are the demands 
of the other Powers regarding Manchuria thet 
_ the Russian Government does not know exactly 
what they want, If by asking fora policy. of 
the Open ‘Door in. Muncburia it is meant that 
Russia musi not have power to impose some 
preferential tariff in favour of Russian goods 
that would be definite, but euch a proposition 
has never been stated. Therefore the so-called 
pledges do not exist, and nothing bas ever taken 
place in connection with the matter beyond o 
friendly conversation.
